W ashington, Sept. 14.—The difficulty 
which is being experienced in the con­ 
struction of the proposed commission 
for the investigation of the conduct of 
the staff branches of the arm y during 
w ar w ith Spain, has excited some dis­ 
cussion in m ilitary circles as to the pos­ 
sibility of the practical failure of an in­ 
vestigation by a commission. 
It devel­ 
ops that there is a derided disapproval 
am ong arm y officers of the proposition 
to have the conduct of the w ar investi­ 
gated by a civil commission w hich can­ 
not be clothed w ith any judicial au thor­ 


ity. 
Tile objection is not on account of 
any prejudice against civil authorities 
interfering in m ilitary m atters, but is 
due to the fact that testim ony before a 
commission not possessing judicial au­ 
thority would be in a m anner voluntary 
and would, it is said, put officers in tho 
attitude of g ratu ito u sly giving te.iti- 
tuonv which m ight be dam aging to in­ 
dividuals or to the ad m in stratio n of tho 
w ar departm ent. 
Army officers say th at it woald be no 
trouble to get all the inform ation there 
is concerning the cam paign at Santiago, 
tile m anagem ent of the w ar through the 
departm ent and the operations of the 
medical,

departm ents, 
if a 
tribunal or board 
were 
organized 
w ith authority to compel testim ony, 
but that officers w ill not jeopardise their 
own interest* nor put them selvts in the 
attitude of being voluntary inform ers, 
w hen the com position of the commis- 
i stoa m aking the inquiry is not such as 
to make it compulsory upon them to 
tell what they may know.

m ony, an officer giving testim ony which 
rn;ght be dam aging would have the ex­ 
cuse that he had no choice In t to tell 
w hat he knew.

ARMY AND NAVY GUNS. 


A Vast Difference In the Number of Men 
Required to Handle Them. 
The number of men required to mao 
naval guns of the British, French, Ger­ 
man aud American navies is about the 
same, although tho French are under­ 
stood to have more men as a rule for 
gome of th* larger guns. 
For the 4 inch and 5 inch all services 
require four men to work each piece; 
for the 6 inch, six men are needed, aud 
for the IO, 13 and 13 inch the same 
number. 
Ah nearly all our 8, IO, 13 aud IS 
inch guns are used in pairs and mount­ 
ed in turrets tho 12 men working them 
are protected by heavy plates of steel. 
For tlio little I pounders three men are 
necessary to work them rapidly, and 
for the 8 pounders and 6 pounders four 
men are assigned, aud for tile Hotchkiss 
three nun. 
Treble the number of men seem to be 
required to work the same caliber of 
guns in our coast defense system, al­ 
though there is no special reasou for 
this, unless it be due to the fact that 
the army guns are mounted on disap­ 
pearing carriages aud arc not provided 
with turrets, which naturally limits the 
space of the operators. An army 8 inch 
gun takes 15 men to work it; a IO inch 
gun requires lb limn, and a 12 inch 
gun, the largest now constructed by the 
army, calls for 21 men. 
It will be seen, then fore, that a 13 
inch naval gun is operated by six men, 
while an army gun of one inch less cali­ 
ber calls for 21 men. The navy gun can 
be fired just as rapidly with its six men 
us the army gun can be fired with its 
larger number.—Boston Herald.

A R M Y AND NAVY GUNS. 


A Vast Difference In the Nombtr of Men 
in quired to H andle T h em . 
The number of men required to man 
naval guns of tho British, French, Ger­ 
man and American navies is about the 
same, although tho French are under­ 
stood to have more men as a rule for 
some of the larger guns. 
For tin* 4 inch and 5 inch all services 
require four men to work tach piece; 
for the 6 inch, six men are needed, aud 
for tho IO, 19 and 13 inch tho same 
number. 
As uearly all our 8, IO, 19 and 13 
inch guns are used in pairs and mount­ 
ed in turrets tho 12 mon working them 
are protected by heavy plat*** of steel. 
F*r tho little I pounders thru* men are 
nee*-.-ary to work them rapidly, and 
for the 8 pounders and 6 pounders four 
men ar** assigned, aud for the Hotchkiss 
three rn* ii. 
Treble the uumber of rn* n se* rn to be 
required to work the same caliber of 
guns in our coast dofouse system, a l­ 
though there is no special reason for 
this, unless it be due to the fact that 
the army guns are mounted on disap­ 
pearing carriages and are not provided 
with turret--, which naturally lim its file 
space of the operators. An army 8 inch 
gun takes 15 men to work it; a IO inch 
gun requires IS men, aud a 12 inch 
gun, the largest now’ constructed by the 
army, calls for 21 men. 
It w ill be seen, therefore, that a 13 
inch naval gun is operated by six men, 
while an army gun of one inch less * ali­ 
ter calls for 21 men. The navy gun eau 
bo fired just as rapidly with its six men 
as tho army gun eau bo fired with its 
larger number.— Boston Herald.

ARMY AND NAVY GUNS. 


A Vast Difference De th e N am ber of Men 
Required to H andle Them. 
Tho num ber of men required to man 
naval guns of the B ritish, French, G er­ 
m an and Am erican navies is about the 
same, although the French art- under­ 
stood to have more int u as a rule for 
some of the larger guns, 
F or tho 4 inch and 5 inch all services 
require b ur men to work each piece; 
for the 6 inch, six men ar*' needed, and 
for the IO, 12 and 13 inch the same 
number. 
As nearly all our 8, IO, 12 aud IS 
inch guns are used in pairs aud m ount 
til in turrets the 12 men w orking them 
are protected by heavy plates of steel. 
For the little I pounders three nu ii are 
necessary to w ork them rapidly, and 
for the 3 pounders and 6 pounders four 
men are assigned, and for the Hotchkiss 
three m ea. 
Treble the num ber of m en seem to be 
required to work the same caliber of 
guns in our coast defense system, a l­ 
though thoro is no special reason for 
this, unless it be due to the fact that 
the arm y guns are m ounted on disap­ 
pearing carriages aud are not provided 
w ith turrets, w hich naturally lim its ihe 
space of the operators. An arm y 8 inch 
gun takes 15 men to work it; a IO inch 
gun requires 18 men, and a 12 inch 
gun, the largest now constructed by the 
arm y, calls for 21 men. 
It w ill be seen, therefore, that a 13 
inch naval gun is operated by six men, 
w hile an arm y gun of one inch less cali­ 
ber calls for 21 men. The navy gnu can 
be fired ju st as rapidly w ith its six men 
us tho arm y gun can be fired w ith its 
larger num ber.— Boston Herald.
